Here am I, for instance, in a congregation far better than 
the average. The people, perhaps, are better educated, are 
more socially advanced than are I suppose thirty per cent. of the 
rest of the congregatiog@is in the United Kingdom. And yet my days 
are spent in an eternal endeavour to square circles—to fit in the pre- 
dilections of quasi-assimilated Jews with the Sprejudices of 
the hard-crusted orthodox, to ward off little intrigues that 
for ever are hurtling around, to stand the fulsome praise of 


the insincere which is infinitely more difficult to put up with 


than the bitterest expressions of disapproval of those who surely 
are sincere, else they Would not so drastically condemn. Sometimes 
it happens that their sincerity is referable to purely personal motives 
——tiny little molecules of motives that have to be blown out and 
distended to become visible to the keenest moraleye. I may have 
unintentionally shown someone some small slight. One of the Cen- 
gregation may have been called to the Réading of the Law sixth 


instead of fourth, or I may have neglected to pay a visit as promptly _ 


as some person was looking out for it, or my wife may have procured 
& precise cut of fish that some congregant’s wife had her stomachic 
eye upon. For all these things I have to suffer. And you, ‘ Mentor,” 
what is your part? ‘You pour out the vinegar upon the ministers, so 
that those flies of petty malice and the minutiz of uncharitableness 
shall foregather upon their heads. | 

Please do not imagine that I, for one at least, would wish to pretend 
that the Ministry is perfect as a whole, or that all those belonging to 
it fully do their duty as Jewish Ministersshould. Of course that is not 
so. Perfection of that kind itis not reasonable to look for and is hardly 
possible to attain. But Ido plead that the vast majority of Jewish 
Ministers do their duty admirably and well, and more t! \n admirably 
and more than well, if we pay regard to the circumstances in which 
they have to do it. I said just now that the young man entering the 
Ministry has to forswear all the fruits that wealth and fortune of 
the material kind can bring. That is putting the matter negatively. 
Positively, he has from year in to year out, even when he is 
among the well paid ones, to grind out narrowly his existence, whieh 
must always be of the trim, neat, black-coated order. He must 
always keep up a good appearance upon a small income, and that 
necessitates so much carking care, and-the microscopic watching 
of every little detail of expenditure, so that none of his. slender 
income slides away unnoted. He and those nearest and dearest 
‘to him are for ever involved in an eternal effort to make 
ends meet that will persistently show a hiatus—to save here, to 


economise there! And yet, see the paradox. The Jewish _ 


Minister is placed at the head of a congregation where the worship of 
the Golden Calf is frequently sincerer and more consistent and more 
regular than that of any other object of adoration. He is placed ina 
congregation where “money talks,” very, very loudly; and if he 
shows signs of niggardliness and penury, if he lets his children go 
with broken boots or his wife with shabby clothes, he is conscious 
of being despised and of having even his teaching rejected 
by the men and the women whose spiritual care is in his 
keeping. So that the Jewish Minister has really to keep up anappear- 
ance unjustificd by the stipend he receives, and to do so needs such a 
striving, such a lot of thought, and oh! such a lot of heartbreaking 


energy—the sort which the biblical writer conjured up when he wished | 


to describe the bitterest of all drudgery, and told us about the making 
of bricks without straw. | : 

Yet, on the other hand, woe, and woe again, to the Minister 
who shows the remotest sign of extravagance. The eyes 
(female eyes especially) of the congregation are upon him, and 
his, and if mayhap the Jewish Minister should indulge himself in some 
little luxury, or an occasional ‘burst out,” he has perforce to enjoy 
it with those near to him for whose behoof it has most prob ibly 
been entered upon, quietly andin secret.

Here am I, for instance, in a congregation far better than 
the average. The people, perhaps, are better educated, are 
more socially advanced than are I suppose thirty per cent. of the 
rest of the congregatiotls in the United Kingdom. And yet my days 
are spent in an eternal endeavour to square circles—to fit in the pre- 
dilections of quasi-assimilated Jews with the Sprejudices of 
the hard-crusted orthodox, to ward off little intrigues that 
for ever are hurtling around, to stand the fulsome praise of 
the insincere which is infinitely more difficult to put up with 
than the bitterest expressions of disapproval of those who surely 
are sincere, else they would not so drastically condemn. Sometimes 
it happens that their sincerity is referable to purely personal motives 
tiny little molecules of motives that have to be blown out and 
distended to become visible to the keenest moral eye. I may have 
unintentionally shown someone some small slight. One of the Con- 
gregation may have been called to the Reading of the Law sixth 
instead of fourth, or I may have neglected to pay a visit as promptly 


as some person was looking out for it, or my wife may have procured © 
a precise cut of fish that some congregant’s wife had her stomachic | 


eye upon. For ail these things Ihave to suffer. And you, ‘* Mentor,” 
what is your part? ‘You pour out the vinegar upon the ministers, so 
that those flies of petty maliceand the minutix of uncharitableness 
shall foregather upon their heads. 

Please do not imagine that I, for one at least, would wish to pretend 
that the Ministry is perfect as a whole, or that all those belonging to 
it fully do their duty as Jewish Ministersshould. Of course that is not 
so. Perfection of that kind itis not reasonable to look for and is hardly 
possible to attain. But Ido plead that the vast majority of Jewish 
Ministers do their duty admirably and well, and more t! in admirably 
and more than well, if we pay regard to the circumstances in which 
they have to doit. I said just now that the young man entering the 
Ministry has to forswear all the fruits that wealth and fortune of 
the material kind can bring. That is putting the matter negatively. 
Positively, he has from year in to year out, even when he is 
among the well paid ones, to grind out narrowly his existence, which 
must always be of the trim, neat, black-coated order.. He must 
always keep up a good appearance upon a small income, and that 


necessitates so much carking care, and the microscopic watching 
of every little detail of expenditure, so that none of his slender 


income slides away unnoted. He and those nearest and dearest 


‘to him are for ever involved in an eternal effort to make 


ends meet that will persistently show a hiatus—to save here, to 
economise there! And yet, see the paradox. The Jewish 
Minister is placed at the head of a congregation where the worship of 
the Golden Calf is frequently sincerer and more consistent and more 
regular than that of any other object of adoration. He is placedina 
congregation where “money talks,” very, very loudly; and if he 
shows signs of niggardliness and penury, if he lets his children go 
with broken boots or his wife with shabby clothes, he is conscious 
of being despised and of having even his teaching rejected 
by the men and the women whose spiritual care is in his 
Keeping. So that the Jewish Minister has really to keep up an appear- 
ance unjustificd by the stipend he receives, and to do so needs such a 
striving, such a lot of thought, and oh! such a lot of heartbreaking 
energy—the sort which the biblical writer conjured up when he wished 


to describe the bitterest of all drudgery, and told us about the making 


of bricks without straw. 


Yet, on the other hand, woe, and woe again, to the. Minister 
who shows the remotest sign of extravagance. The eyes 


(female eyes especially) of the congregation are upon him, and. 


his, and if mayhap the Jewish Minister should indulge himself in some 
little luxury, or an occasional “ burst out,” he has perforce to enjoy 
it with those near to him for whose behoof it has most prob bly 
been entered upon, quietiy and in secret. For if the extravagance 
should be revealed, it would go hard with him in the present and for 
many days that are to come. Thusthe minister has, throughout 


his life, as Ihave said, to be squating circles, .to be nicely poising an

The Ukrainian Martyrs. 


"MEMORIAL DEMONSTRATION, 
A memorial service for the victims of the Ukrainian Po#roms was 


held at the Mile End Empire, on Sunday last. It was conducted by — 


Chazan Hoffman. Dr. Jochelman presided, and appealed for effective aid 
for the unhappy and hapless survivors. 

A message from Mr. I. Zangwill read in part as follows:—‘ It is 
some centuries since Jews have been massacred on so great a scale, or 
reduced to such terrible misery. Nevertheless, I am not at all sure that 
the present Ukrainian Government is to blame, for they hold only abouta 
sixth of the legitimate territory of the Ukraine, and the whole country 
has been ravaged by hooligan soldiers of every kind, with their 
anti-Semitic leaders. We must blame rather the general chaos of Europe 
and the general defencelessness of our race, which has not in years of 
peace sufficiently organised its strength.” Mr. Zangwill enclosed copies 
of his poem on the Ukrainian massacres, autographed, to be sold for the 
benefit of the fund. 3 

The CHIEF RABBI said that though he had made previous appointments, 
he had felt it his duty to be present that afternoon, to join with them in 
mourning for their brethren. They had come to weep, not only for the 


‘wretched victims, but also for themselves, for the degradation and shame 


that had befallen their people. Never before was the helplessness and 


_ insignificance of Israel so patent. It was too early to fix the respon- 


sibility, but whoever was to blame, whether it was due to the silence of the 
Allied Governments, or the work of the Petluras or the Denikins, the fact 
remained that the massacres still continued and so did the feeling of 
Israel's insignificance. Dr. Hertz concluded by appealing for material 
aid for the survivors, reminding the audience that though they were 


-helpless they need not be hopeless, and declaring that the time would 


come when massacres as a method of government would be swept from 


even the ends of the world. 


After speeches by Mr. Podlishewsky and Mr. Goldenberg, Dr. DAICHES 
read a message from Dr. Max Nordau, who, though present, was too 
indisposed to speak. Dr. Nordau’s message was as follows :— 

“A bad cold which I caught three days ago and which brought about 
a total extinction of the voice, debars me to-day from all possibility of 
addressing you here as I had promised to do. The losers are not you, the 
loseram lI.

Moses summoned the leaders of the 
people to him and bade them bring silver and gold and all precious

great demand of what the divine voice bade Moses ask of them. 
Still, with one heart they set to the work, and soon there was material 
enoigh and to spare. What was possible in the wilderness was possible 
in Goide:s Green. 
with the good things of life, with the necessities of life, and even with the 
luxuries of life than their wandering ancestors in the wilderness 
of old. It was difficult for him to believe that the sum of money which had 
so far been collected represented real sacrifice. ‘The Rabbis sneered at Esau 
who was quite prepared to tithe things which were valueless. It 
Was a sacrifice of something precious that had to be made. Although 


_ they could not be forgetful of the tolerance that placed that building at 


their disposal, still they must prove themselves worthy of that tolerance 


by being able to hold up their heads before non-Jewish friends who 


expected them to achieve their spiritual independence. As Jewish 
fathers and mothers, they should not be satisfied with things as they were.

ANNUAL SERVICE. 


PROTEST AGAINST A MIXED CHOIR. 


The annual meeting of the Chevra Kadisha was held on Sunday in 
the Vestry Room of the New West End Synagogue, St. Petersburgh Place. 
The President, Mr. HERBERT BENTWICH, LL.B., was in the chair. 

Letters were received from members of the Chevra, strongly protest- 
ing against the service being held in that synagogue, which has a mixed 
choir. Among the letters was one from Mr. J. Jacobs, who wrote that 
the late Chief Rabbi had written to him explicitly stating that a mixed 
choir was contrary to Jewish law. 

The CHAIRMAN, fn his opening remarks, referred to the great loss the 


Chevra and the Community had sustained in the passing of Mr. Humphrey ~ 


J. Phillips (who had been a most sympathetic and indefatigable worker), 
of Mr. Philip Ornstien (who had always extended to the Chevra sympa- 
thetic support), and of Mr. Syivain Lion and Mr. Michael Levy, earnest 
workers in the cause.

The notifications were most systematically carried out. The comparison 
showed up strikingly and proyed the advantage gained by the new scheme. 
In the districts of Canonbury, Hampstead, Kilburn, and Stoke Newington, 
the work had been performed almost entirely, and in a most creditable 
manner, by the lady members of the Chevra. He much regretted the grow- 
ing indifference and dislike to the sacred rite of Tahara. In1914 Dr. Hertz 
had referred to the alarming symptoms prevailing at the time that ‘ people 
who did not live as Jews did not care even to die as Jews.” The fear of 
fleath was displaced by the material love of pleasure and the joy of life. 
Their brotherhood was an antidote to those feelings. Similar associations 
to their own existed as far back as the time of the Second Temple. The 
work of the Chevra was traditionally Jewish, and it was their special 
pbligation to see that the sacred rights and ceremonies were properly 


-earried out. Regarding the protests received from some of the members 
on the-qrestion of mixed choirs, he thought it a pity that small differences - 


of opinion should have existed. They had a duty to perform to the living 
as well as to the dead. They must be tactful in their methods and -must 
remember the great advantages they had derived from the support of their 


_ pisters-in-faith, who were the very best of workers intkat holy and sacred 


diuty. In all their functions women were an example tomen, He moved 
the adoption of the report. | 


Mr. ARTHUR E. FRANKLIN, J.P., in seconding the motion, suggested that 


the Chevra Kadisha might associate itself with a body of gentlemen who 
had formed themselves for the purpose of preserving the old records and 
registers, and establish a catalogue of those worthy families who had 
passed away. The Chevra might also delegate someone periodically to 
visit France and other war areas to see that the graves of their Jewish 
heroes were kept in proper order. It was the duty of the Jewish Com- 
munity not to forget the respect due to the fallen. With regard to the 
question that had been raised of women in thé choir, it was impossible 


in a large public body to find men holding the same opinions. Strong — 


views had. been expressed in that synagogue on the matter, for which the 


synagogue was not responsible. Such objections, in his opinion, were — 


minor matters, and of little importance. It was sufficient if two Chief 


Rabbis had agreed on the question, and had both worshipped in that. 
synagogue. | 


The Rev. W. STOLOFF dissociated himself entirely from the remarks 
- of Mr. Franklin. It was a very serious state of affairs. In Hampstead, 
‘he regretted to say, the sacred rite of the Tahara and the observance of . 


‘the Shiva were often conspicuous by. their absence. It was customary to 
observe the laws as laid down in the. Shulchan Aruch, which said that 
those sacred rites and ceremonies were to be performed. He and other 
members of the Chevra Kadisha felt very strongly on the question of 


- mixed choirs, which were against the Din. If théy were permitted in 


‘one synagogue they should be permitted inall, and if not allowed in some 
they should be forbidden in all. The Chief Rabbi should not worship in 


Mr. GERALD LEVY said it was very kind of the authorities of the New 


West End Synagogue to have invited the Chevra to hold its annual service 


there, but in his opinion it was an intolerant act to force the Chevra to 
‘listen to a mixed choir. The Chevra had asked the ministers of the syna- 
gogue not to have achoir, The laws of the Shulchan Aruch were strictly 


‘observed by the Brotherhood. Out of protest he would resign from the © 


‘office of Honorary Secretary. 

The CHAIRMAN agreed with the previous speakers that mixed choirs 
were improper. 

‘The report was carried unanimously. 

Mr. F. 5. Spiers, B.Sc., the Treasurer, submitted a satisfactory 
balance-shect. The expenses of the new scheme of work would amount 
to £30 a year. The General Fund totalled £14 and the Benevolent Fund 
£23. ‘To enable the Chevra to pay its way more than double the amount 


of income would be required. He hoped the members ‘would make an 
effort to obtain new subscriptions. | 


The balance-sheet was adopted. 
' Mr. G. FRIEDLANDER urged upon Mr. Levy to re-consider his decision 
Ao resign from the Hon. Secretaryship. It would be a great loss to the 
Association, and he could ill be spared. He hoped Mr. Levy would take 
broadminded view of the matter. 
Mr. I’. 5. SPIERS, whilst agreeing with the sincere views expressed by: 
Mr. Levy, said that the matter was accidental and had no relation what- 
ever to the work of the Chevra. | | 
; The CHAIRMAN greatly appreciated the earnest work of Mr. Levy, 
jwho was quite entitled to the strong views he had éxpressed.’ 


The Chevra would suffer a severe loss if Mr. Levy adhered to hig decision. : 


He had done his duty by making a solemn protest, and he (the Chairman), 
hoped that Mr. Levy would favourably re-consider the matter. 

The Hon. Officers and Committee were then re-elected. 

On the motion of the CHAIRMAN, thanks were accorded to the Hon. 
Officers of the Synagogue, to the Revs. BE. Levine and L. Geffen, to Mr. 
D. M. Davis and the choir, and to the Literary Society for having 
postponed their meeting to enable the Chevra to use the Vestry Room. 

‘ Lhe meeting was followed by a service in the Synagogue, which was 
impressively rendered by the Rev. L. Geffen, assisted by the choir, under’ 


Ahe direction of Mr. D. M. Davis. For the most part the Hebrew melodies 
were those used during the Penitential days. .

The Rev. KE. LEVINE, M.A., delivered an address, in the course of 


which he said that the work of the Chevra dealt with the last rites - 


performed on the human body. He referred to the Biblical narrative, 
where in Exodus it was stated that the Children of Israel stripped them- 
selves of their ornaments of silver and gold and worshipped the Golden 
Calf during the absence of Moses on the Mount. The people realised the 
great mistake they had made. In human life it was not ornaments that 
counted. The Chevra Kadisha, with solemn contemplation and solemn 
thought, reminded them that when life came to an end all must strip 
themselves of their ornaments, so that the body should return pure 
the presence of the Almighty who gave it. The soul and the body 
belonged to God. The importance of the sanctity and solemnity of humat 
life was well illustrated by the life of the Patriarch Joseph. The bones of 
Joseph were carried through the Wilderness by Moses, who received 
his reward at the hands of God. The sacred work performed by 
the Burial Society of the United Synagogue reflected the 
reatest credit on the Society and. brought honour to the 
ewish Community. It was not a Society which sought publicity 
or glory. The Chevri Kadisha was a noble, religious body of men and 
women who worked in an hofiorary capacity, associating themselves 
with a holy and sacred work for the establishment of the reiatiousbiP 
between man and God. Every year the Chevra held services in differe 
parts of the Metropolis. He welcomed the members of the holy Brother:

About Books. 


Th> Liturgy and the Triennial Cvcle. 


“MAHZOR YANNAI,” by Dr. Israel Davidson (Jewish Theological 
Seminary of America, New York) consists of texts, edited for the first 
time in this volume, representing the remains of a large work of religious 
poetry, composed for every Sabbath of the year and grouped about the 
weekly portions of the Pentateuch, according to the divisions of the 
Triennial Cycle. The importance of these compositions for the history 
of medieval Jewish liturgy lies not only in their being the residue of a 
work lost for many centuries and up to recent times entirely unknown, 
but also in the fact that through them we are able to get a clearer idea of 
the rise and the development of the liturgical poetry known as Piyyut. 
Yannai, the author of these religious poems, flourished in the seventh 
century, and is, therefore, next to Jose ben Jose, the oldest Payyetan. 
He is also reputed to have been the teacher of Kalir, the best known of 
all mediwval liturgists. 

Like so many other literary treasures brought to light in recent times, 
these poems were found in the Cairo Genizah, discovered by the late Dr. 
Schechter. Facsimiles of these manuscripts, which happened to be 
palimpsests, were published as long ago as 1897 and 1900 by the two well. 
known English scholars, F. C. Burkitt and the late Charles Taylor, 
Owing, however, to the fact that the scholarly world was interested mainly 
in the lower writing of the manuscripts, which comprised parts of Aquila’s 
Greek translation of the Bible, the nature of the upper writing in Hebrew 
and the identity of the author were not recognised until Dr. Davidson 
made his discovery. In identifying and presenting these Hebrew texts to 
the public, Dr. Davidson states that he not only experiences the pleasure 
of contributing an important page to the history of Jewish literature, but 


~ he also has the feeling that it will serve as another striking illustration of 


the great importance of the Genizah as a source for Jewish history and 
literature. | 

Few men in Jewish literature have met with a fate such as befell the 
ancient Payyetan Yannai. Though undoubtedly of considerable prominence 
in his own day, and though well known and held in great esteem even as 
late as the tenth century, his works seem to have passed out of use in 
very early times, so that he became merely a name. In the course of 
centuries even his name disappeared from the annals of Jewish history, 
and we look in vain for any record concerning him in the writings of 
medieval chroniclers such as Sherira Gaon, Abraham ben David, Zacuto 
and others. It is only within the last century that his name has been 
rescued from oblivion. It has now become the accepted opinion that 
Yannai must have flourished not later than the second half of the seventh 


fragment which contained quotations from Mahzor Yannai, proving the 


poet. Nevertheless, our information in regard to this Mahzor still 
remained scant. There was no indication either of its extent or its 
nature. With the publication of the texts in this: volume by Dr. 
Davidson, however, many difficulties are now cleared up. It is seen, 
first of all, that Yannai was a prolific writer, for the fragments of his 


-Mahzor give evidence that this Mahzor was a work of very large scope. 


It is also evident that his compositions are sui generis, unlike those of 
Kalir, or his followers. Moreover, it is shown that Yannai preceded 


‘Kalir in developing the structure’of the Kerobah, and in this respect he 


may truly be regarded as the teacher of Kalir. Finally, it appears from 
these texts that the theory of Yannai’s Palestinian origin is the one most 
acceptable. Nothing is known of Yannai’s life or his ancestry ; even his 
father’s name is unknown. Like all the ancient Payyetanim he must 
have been a Chazan, and to judge from the abundance of allusions to 


‘versed in Rabbinic lore. 


From the way in which these fragmentory poems are grouped around 
the Biblical sections, Dr. Davidson deduces that the work in its complete 
state must have formed a sort of Halachic Midrash to the Pentateuch in 
poetic form. On examining the divisions of the Sidrot in the Book of 
Leviticus, based upon the Triennial Cycle, current in Palestine, we find 
that the seven verses used by Yannai as texts for his Kerobot exactly 
mark the beginning of seven Sidrot. of Leviticus. It, therefore, appears 
reasonable to assume that in his liturgical compositions Yannai took 
cognisance of the Palestinian rather than the Babylonian usage. Further, 
since we know from Benjamin of Tudela that in Cairo, in 1170, the 
Reading of the Law in the synagogue of the ‘men of the land of Israel” 
was completed in three years, and since the fragments now published 
were found in the Cairo Genizah, there is valid ground for the theory that 
of Yannai was atone time in use atthe Palestinian Synagogues 
of Cairo. 7 

It is most likely that Yannai’s Piyyutim were neglected and gradually 
fell into desuetude and were finally forgotten because of the fact that they 
were so closely connected with the Triennial Cycle, and were so 
thoroughly Halachic in nature. The opposition of men like Albargeloni 
to the use of Piyyutim in the body of the prayers, as well as the 
ineptitude of such subjects for devotional purposes, together with the fact 
that the Triennial Cycle itself was discarded, were the real factors that 
brought about the disappearance of Piyyutim like those of Yannai. 
Kalir, on the other hand, who took the substance of the Agada for his 
material, met with great popularity. Zunz says that Kalir’s Piyyutim 
may be regarded in a certain sense as poetic Pesiktas. To characterise 
Yannai’s compositions in a similar way, it may be said that his Piyyutim 
are Halachic Midrashim dressed in poetic garb. 

A study of the contents of these fragments shows that Yannai com- 
bined in his Piyyutim the elements of both the Halachah and the Agada 
and that he followed a well-defined plan in the arrangement of his 
material. The first two sections of the Kerobah, as well as the fourth 
and the ninth, are all Agadic in character. The third section, the one in 
which Yannai’s name always occurs in the acrostic, is consistently of a 
Messianic nature, while the fifth, sixth, seventh, and eighth deal with the 
Halachah related to the Sedrah of the Kerobah. Of the ninth section 
these fragments offer only one example, and from its fragmentary nature 
we may provisionally conclude that itis Agadic with a Messianic conclusion. 

The subject matter of the Piyyutim in these fragments may seem to 
us inappropriate for poetic treatment and unseemly for public presenta- 
tion. The laws of leprosy, for example, are not altogether acceptable for 
religious services according to our modern notions; not so, however, to 
the men of Yannai’s age. The Midrash, in its quaint manner of couching

ELECTRIC LIGHT INSTALLED. 
. A special service to celebrate the installation of electric light in the 
North London Synagogue, the gift of Mrs. Abraham Goldsmith, in memory 
of her husband, was held on Sunday last. The service was conducted by 
the Rev. H. Slavinsky, Reader of the Synagogue, assisted by the choir, 
and the sermon was preached by the Rev. A. A. Green, the Rev. \\ alter 
Levin, C.F., the Minister of the Synagogue, being still overseas. foe 
In the course of his address, Mr. GREEN referred to the memories 
the synagogue had for him, since the days when as a child he was 
wont to attend to hear the Rev. Chayim Wasserzug, and in later years, 
when his dear friend, the Rev. Julius Gouldstein, ministered there—t!1ese 
had a worthy successor in the present incumbent, who had done go much 
for religious education. These were all sentimental recollections, col 
tinued the preacher, but the value of sentiment could not be over 
estimated. It was in synagogue that sentiment must take the place of 
material thoughts, and golden memories must fill the minds of the 
worshippers, The occasion on which they had met was one of sentiment. 
It was to g6mmemorate the memory of Abraham Goldsmith, a mer ber 
from 19% until his death—a man of simplicity and true piety, the full 
extentgt whose charity wasnot known until after hisdeath, and whose motto 
had nh laborare est orare. His widow had spontaneously offered the 
noble gift which they were consecrating that evening, and as the light would 
illuminate the place of worship so might it illuminate the prayers 0 the 
worshippers and illumine their souls. It wasa token of the love Abraham 
Goldsmith bore to the synagogue, and a tokenof his wife’s love for ls 
memory. The preacher after dwelling on the connection betwee! the 
gift of light and the commemoration of the dead—“ the soul of man is the 
lamp of God”—went on to point out that the success of any synagoey 
‘and of the North London in particular, rested not on any materis 
basis, but on the spiritual one of work and brotherhood. As Ezekiel ® 
his vision of the Temple saw a stream issuing from the altar whic 
gradually broadened intoa wide river and then into the sea, bearing 0” 
its bosom mighty ships, and being a source of prosperity to all nations,

XX.—MIXED MARRIAGES. 


Vy CousIN,—Your letter conveying Rachel's diffiiculties came to 
as ike a bombshell. We never expected such a thing, and I need hardly 
tei you that it has formed the topic of conversation among us throughout 
the week. For myself, I realized that it was necessary to take a calm 
aurvey of the whole problem, and reason out clearly one’s attitude 
towards it. ;

I note that you lay special 
emplasis on the fact that he has not yet proposed to her, and may never. 


jo so, All the same itis needful to clarify one’s views on the subject. 

So far as I can judge there are three aspects of the question that need 
consideration, fhe personal, the religious, and the racial. 
intertwined: I shall take them one by one only for the sake of 
convenience. 

the personal side there is one, and only one, argument —love. I 
remember on one occasion discussing the matter with an intelligent 
Jewish girl, and she trotted out the appealing question: ‘But 
if vou loved some. one not of your faith, would anything. else 
matter. but. love?” It is difficult to. make reply, for -to rob 
youth of its illusions is not palatable. Love is the theme of. the 
poets. of all ages, the subject-matter of dead novels and of living day- 
dreans; the hope of the young and the comfort of the ofd. Who can be 
crue! to love? My young friend appeared to be certain that her ples 
was unanswerable. I must confess I was in no small difficulty. But I 
did my best to show her that even when the magic word “love” has beep 
uttered, there is still much else to say. 

it has been truly declared that marriage is “a fit nursery for the 
commonwealth,” and that, therefore, not personal considerations alone 
should enter into it. In reality, personal considérations alone never do. 
is it not an axiom with the eugenists that, for instance, physical health 
should be the first thought in marriage? And are not the eugenists right? 
Educated public opinion is solid in their support. Suppose a sensible 
girl fell in love with a consumptive. In all probability she would decide 
not to marry him. . Then there are social considerations which thwart 
the plans of true lovers. The young man does not come of good family, 
or his past is. not in .accord with the standard of. the girl’s 
parents. .True love there may be; but is there not some justifica- 
tion in such cases for the parents’ refusal to allow the marriage of the 
young people? At any rate, eugenic or social forces may, and often do, 
work against love. To quote love as an unanswerable challenge is, 
therefore, only a theoretic proposition. Life and the needs of life work 
out differently. Lovelace put it beautifully ; there is something sublime 
in his lines 

“T could not love thee, Dear, 80 much, 
Loved I not Honour more.” | 


If, then, the potency of eugenic and social forces be admitted as 
influences affecting marriage, why should not religious considerations be 
placed on a level with them? The religious considerations are two in 
number,: and -one, if not both, will be found to weigh heavily. 
if a person is religiously inclined, .if religion is a strong influence 
in his or her life, it stands to reason that the wife or husband 
to be will attach great significance to finding a similar outlook 
in the mental makeup of their mate. May it not be assumed that 
almost all thinking people who marry will tend to have more or less the 
saine views in art, in literature, in morals—in a word, in all thatis covered 
by the term Weltanschauung? Of this surely religion will be a part, and 
to share religious beliefs or convictions seems a necessity. 

But take the case of people who have no interest in any special 
religion. They are religious in a vague sort of way, not caring for any 
specifie religious system. It may be asked, why should they be deterred 
from marrying because they do not happen to have been brought up in 
the same religion? To me. the answer is clear. If marriage is really “a 
fit nursery for the commonwealth,” parents owe a duty to their children. 
Formless religious systems may perhaps serve the needs of adults, but 
children—all children—crave for the poetry ofa parlicular religious system. 
We grown-ups have no right to deprive the children of this particular kind 
of poetry. Itis a crime against the commonwealth to do so. The poetry 
of religious forms isa bond that links the generations each to each. Do we 
not allrecall witha tremble the religious ceremonies we saw ourown mothers 
perform? They may ,be meaningless to us, empty of content, nothing 
more or less than formalities. But as we think ofthem, do not our eyes 
fill with tears, are not our heart strings tugged in a way that shakes our 
Whole being? I can only give you my own experience. I always recall 
With a tremour my own mother lighting the Sabbath candles on Friday 
evening, or saying a peculiar formula of farewell to the Sabbath 
in the dim twilight of the ending day. Not for worlds would I 
be without those memories, but I confess that that peculiar Sabbath fare- 
well formula, when I come to consider its meaning, rather makes me 
smile. Yet I look upon the words and the tune to which they were 
chanted as belonging to my most precious possessions. I am not ashamed 
of these treasured memories. Deep down in all of us may be found the 
child of our youth, despite our worldly wisdom, despite our superior out- 
look. Perhaps that is the best within us—what makes it possible for 
us to cry when for crying there is a season. 

If I am right in all this, what prospect can there be for children of a 
luarriage between Jew and Gentile to enjoy the treasures of the soul? I 


All three are 


‘ashamed of their race. 


cannot help feeling that there is much truth in the statement of a Jewish 
writer who declares that “society is deeply interested in such unions, 


for they are made at the expense of society.” The Catholic Church has = 


been quick to realise this fundamental fact, and will countenance 
marriages between Catholics and non-Catholics only if the latter adopt 
the Catholic faith. That, of course, has also been the practical solution 
of the question among Jews; and often enough the converts have proved 
to be devoted Jews or, what is more often the case, Jewesses, setting a 
fine example of duty to those who are born in the fold. 

Mark you, the question is not one of history. It is of no assistance to 
point to the case of Joseph or of Moses, both of whom married non- 
Jewesses. It is of no assistance to consider the Talmudic debates on the 
question of mixed marriages, or to cite the decision of Napoleon's Sanhe- 
drin of the year 1807. It is a latter-day question, and must be decided on 
broad principles. These, I hope, | have made clear to you, and through 
you .to Rachel. If we believe that Judaism is of value to 
the world, if we are convinced that its teachings and ideals 
will in the long run make the world a_ better place to _ live 
in, then it is our business to do all in our might to preserve Judaism. The 
opinion of those Jews and Gentiles whose moral approval is worth having 
will undoubtedly support this attitude. 

Love, by itself, is not sufficient ; Love must be guided by Reason. — 

But there are other considerations. I-can well imagine that those 
who regard the Jews as -a race should wish to keep its racial 
characteristics pute. There was a time when people were rather 
To-day the consensus of opinion 
in the world is. that all races have some. element. of 
strength to contribute to the common stock of humanity. Jews have 
received abundant recognition of their excellent and strong racial qualities. 
The world always admires strength. Some people even go so far as to 
assert that anti-Semitism is rooted in a kind of negative admiration of the 
Jews’ strength, an admiration gone wrong. Be that as it may, the Jews 


‘are justified in glorying in that right kind of racial pride which takes 


delight in doing good and living up to a high standard ; in being, in short, 
a kingdom of priests and a holy people. 

In-such a view, mixed marriage finds no place. A Jew will mate 
with a Jewess on‘racial grounds. On racial grounds, too, a Jew ought to 
mate with a Jewess because statistics prove pretty conclusively that 
mixed marriages show a high, a strikingly high, percentage of childless- 
ness. Those who are acquainted with conditions in Australia or in 
Denmark (more particularly in Copenhagen), will know that they bear 
out the statistical enquiries. Thus, not only does Judaism tend to die out 
where mixed marriages are numerous, but children tend to die out, too. 

lL must not leave untouched another argument which Jewish young 
men have used in conversation with me. I recollect discussing the 


problem of mixed marriages with a young East End friend of mine— 


who was engaged to a Gentile girl. He realised full well what he 
was doing. But what was his main argument? That his flancée was a 
sirl of some education ; and that he could not. have found her like among 
his Jewish girl friends. Had he come across a Jewish girl of the same 
mental and moral calibre, she would not have cared for him; she would 
have set her cap somewhat higher. On the other hand, the Jewish girls 
among whom he might have chosen would not have compared with 
his fiancée. Jewish girls, he insisted, had such a high standard of life; 
they wanted to begin life where their parents left off. His fiancee was 
different; she was content to live in a small house, to share his economic 
burdens, and to comfort and cheer his working career. | 

I do not know if this statement about Jewish girls is true. 
No doubt it was the experience of my friend. I do not suppose 
it is universal. But I am sure [that where it exists it is bad. There. is 
much zest in a young couple working their way up; the best characters 
are formed from among those who thus strive upwards. But in those 
cases where the indictment against Jewish girls holds good, Jewish 
parents should consider the situation. A new social structure has been 
thrown up by the war, and the time is opportune. 

What is the end of the matter? There may be exceedingly happy 
mixed marriages, ideal unions of heart and mind. But they are excep- 
tions; and in any event, they are not desirable in themselves in the 
interests of Judaism, and in the interests of the world. The world of the 
Future as the best modern seers envisage it will be made up of separate 
groups living together in amity and harmony, each contributing of their 
best to the world’s heritage. In jsuch {grouping, the Jew must not be 
absent. To keep his individuality, mixed marriages must be reduced to 
minimum, 


Putall this to Rachel; sheisa sensible girl, and I am certain she will 


appreciate the points. And do not fail toimpress upon her the words of 
Ruth to her mother-in-law: they should apply to all perfect marriages.—

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH 
MR. BENJAMIN GRAD. 


EWS from Palestine nowadays is snapped up by Jews with 
almost as much eagerness as were the stories of pros- 
pectors from Klondyke in the days of the gold-fever, Every 
traveller from the Promised Land is anxiously consulted 

as to conditions B’Artzenu, and whatever of hope or of disappoint: 

ment he may have to retail is- received with corresponding joy or 

dismay. The latest Zionist official to return to England after a 

‘sojourn of nearly a year in Palestine is Mr. Benjamin Grad who 

was attached. to the Zionist Commission, 

and he has already experienced the 
phenomena alluded to above, and is 
doing his Best to satisfy the many 
enquirers’ that beset him. Mr. Grad 
has been a Zionist all his life, and was 
at one time Chairman of the Students’ 
Zionist Society in Leipzic. Since his 
residence in London (where he is well- 
known as a Russian legalexpertand trans- 
lator) he has been an active Zionist 
worker and a member of the Council 
of the English Zionist Federation. 

About eighteen months ago he was 

offered an opportunity of proceeding in 

an official capacity to Palestine, and- 
gladly availed himself of the chance. 

It had been. intended that Mr. Grad 

should visit certain of the British

| ' propaganda, but that proposal is now in 
abeyance, and for the time being Mr. Grad has resumed pursuit of 
his profession. To a representative of the JEWISH CHRONICLE Mr. 

Grad has given an account of his work and his impressions of ‘the 

present situation of the country. : | 

THE” MANDATE. 

How long were you in Palestine? our representative asked. 

“T arrived on January 31st, 1919, and left on December 22nd, 
1919, so that I was there not quite 11 months. Of that time I spent 
about three months. in Jaffa, about five months in Galilee (where 
I was representaive of the Zionist Commission) and the rest 
of the time in Jerusalem. I did not visit any of the Judean 
colonies, but up North I visited most of the settlements, including 
Metulla, I regret to say that since my arrival in London I read of 
troubles between Arabs and French having involved Metulla, where 
two Jews were killed and several wounded. I heard from a number of 
old residents in Palestine, some of whom had friends of old standing 
among influential Arabs, that if a true plébiscite could be taken there 
would have been undoubtedly a clear two-thirds’ majority in favour of 
a British protectorate in Syria as against French. ‘There is a small 
number of.extremists who are against any protectorate, and who think 
they are ripe for an independent Arab kingdom immediately, but the 
great bulk of the population undoubtedly would welcome a British 
Protectorate. In Palestine I heard on all sides that British prestige 
stands very high indeed among all classes of the population. It is 
one of the paradoxes of the present situation that Britain as the. 
occupying authority has to administer Turkish laws, and they are 
being more carefully observed than they ever were. under the Turks. 
Under the Turkish régime the law mattered less than the amount of 
baksheesh which could be extorted. 'The British officials, strange to 
say, said Mr. Grad, with a smile, ‘have abolished. baksheesh, and I 
know at least one lawyer who has recently started to study certain 
parts of the Turkish code because he finds that it is now of practical 
importance.’ "’

LAND TRANSFERS. 
What is the position in regard to thé acquisition of land ? 


“ Until recently, all transactions in land were prohibited, but I 


believe that since I left land registers have been re-opened. The 
Turkish law contained one very modern and reasonable regulation, 
that if agricultural land remained uncultivated for over twelve 
months, anybody was entitled to take possession of it provided he 
cultivated it himself. I saw a recent statement of Mr. Ben Avi. 
whose authority is great, that only eight per cent. of the land in 
Palestine was under cultivation, although I was under the impres- 
sion it was twelve per cent. This circumstance should greatly 
facilitate our future task in making the land again productive.” 


BRITISH ADMINISTRATION, 


Mr. Grad expressed himself very hopefully about the future of 
the country under the British mandate. 


“The economic development of the country” he said, “has not 


yet commenced, because the present British administration is handi- 


capped by having to administer Turkish laws, and by the fear of 
putting too great a burden on the British taxpayer. One human 
factor is unfavourable—I mean the fact that most of the younger 
officers have been away from home for four or five years, and that thev 
should naturally be eager to return to England, and regard their 
task in Palestine as of a temporary character. But their 
_work in the straightforward British way of fairness and impartiality 
has already borne good fruit. Perhaps at first some of the younger 
men did not sufficiently understand the spirit of the Balfour Declara- 


tion; but L believe that our leaders have recently obtained a rep 
tion by headquarters in London that even pending the for) y 
over of the Mandate, the spirit of the Declaration must jy. Obsery 
in Palestine as far as circumstances permit, and not he linen 
on the personal attitude of this or that officer. Of thoc, British 
officials with whom I came in personal contact I should }j\o to n: 2h 
Col. Waters Taylor, First Assistant Military Governor o/ Jerusalém 
and then Military Governor of Galilee, to whom I was accredited 2 
Zionist representative.

Col. Taylor j\aq 
a long colonial experience, and will undoubted, 
borate in. strengthening Jewish agricultural “cultural 
activities in Palestine. I should also like to mention one of tj, 
younger men, Capt. Moody, at one time Deputy Military Governor 
of Tiberias, and in connection with him I may relate a litt), incident 
which is instructive as well as amusing. At Tiberias \dealons 
Jewish nationalist sent a communication to the centr! postal 
administration which was a perfect example of how not to do things 
The communication was couched in none too respectful terns. and 
omitted to state what in particular the writer desired. He spoke 
‘vaguely of insufficient respect for the Hebrew language. 4, 
it happened, the two. postal officials at Tiberias) were pot) 
Jews, and the’ complainant could have written or spoken 
Hebrew to his heart’s content when transacting postal business 
The central administration referred the letter to the local Deputy 
Military Governor, asking him what it meant. Capt. Moody sen; 
for the writer, and very kindly reasoned with him. He tolq 
him that he was not aware of any ground for grievance, inasmuch 
as he, the Deputy Military Governor, had on several occasious signed 
documents in the Hebrew language! I mention this to show tha 
the Jewish characteristic of occasionally airing grievances, and, 
lack of a sense of proportion, is not confined to the Galuth.” 
‘THE SPREAD OF HEBREW. 

“The most hopeful factor that I observed in Palestine,” Mr. 
Grad went on to say, is the predominance of Hebrew among the 
younger generation, and probably more than three-quarters of the 
adult population in the colonies. On the other hand, I am sorry to 
say that there are still some extremists among orthodox Rabbis in 
Jerusalem who object to the ‘profanation’.of the holy tongue by 
its use in daily speech, and who are against Jbrith b [brith for. that 
reason. I made the acquaintance of a young medical man who had 
to. pursue his studies stealthily and hide from his grandfather, one’ 
of the leading lights of the Jerusalem rabbinate, who objected to 
secular studies altogether. So you see there is plenty of scope 
for the Va'ad Hachinuch, our Jewish Board of Education which 
last year had a budget of £90,000 and is in many respects a very pro- 
gressive organisation. I will not conceal the fact that whilst 
Hebrew is the natural language of all the younger generation 
that has recently finished a course of studies at the 
Jaffa Gymnasium, a certain number of these people are 
not on familiar terms with Judaism. I understand — that 
at first those responsible for the Gymnasium, having to deal with 
children of parents whose religious views differed very considerably, 
came to the conclusion that religious instruction should be left to 
the parents, while the curriculum of the Gymnasium dealt with the 
Scriptures only as literature or history. But. the result is_ not 
satisfactory from the traditional Jewish point of view, and | was not 
favourably impressed on the whole by aconsiderable section of the 
Tel-Aviv intelligentzia.” 

RELATIONS WITH ARABS. 

Mr. Grad was reassuring as to the relations with the Arabs. 

“The great bulk of the Arabs,” he said, “ are neutral, and a large 
number quite friendly to us, more particularly in the neighbourhood 
of the Jewish colonies, for the simple reason that the Arabs have 
benefited economically from their Jewish neighbours. As you 
doubtless know, it is not correct to describe the Palestinian native 
as atrue Arab. The real Arab, the. Bedouin,. differs considerably 
from the Palestinian fellah who represents a mixture of 
several races. In the neighbourhood of Nazareth the type 
of villagers is decidedly more European, so that they 
must have among their ancestors quite a number of Crusaders. 
Whilst many of the Arabs do not understand the aims and objects 
of Zionism, their chiefs undoubtedly know our true intentions and 
understand that mutual co-operation and good neighbourly re!ation 
ship are not only desirable but indispensable to Jew and Aral alike. 
I am afraid in that respect some of Mr. Zangwill’s speeches hive Bo 
been helpful. There is no need for driving out any Arabs. who 
number about half-a-million, since if the Jewish people as whol 
really means ‘ business,’ we should have in two or three generations 
at least two to three million Jews living in Palestine, whe the 
Mohammedans will be in a smal! minority. Good progress has been 
miade in, organising Palestinian Jewry both as regards municipé 
matters and the general administration of the country.” 


JEWISH GENDARMES. 

Mr. Grad stated that parts of the country are now very largel) 
policed by Jews. | 
“The internal security of Palestine is very largely due er 
fine work of the gendarmerie which is largely recruited from 9 
former watchmen or shomerim. In Galilee 75 per cent. of 8 
gendarmerie are Jews, the remainder being Mahommedans. 
former are invariably of better education than the latter. The Ska 
chief of the gendarmerie at Tiberias is a Jew, Mr. Krichevsky, 
was born in Palestine of Russian parents, and has particular is 
distinguished himself as an efficient chief of police. He b® to 
credit the arrest of several dangerous Bedouin Arabs, whose con?

FRUIT-TREE AND CHAFF. 


“He shall be like a tree planted by the rivers of water, that bringeth forth his 
fruit mn his s€ason ; his leaf also shall not wither. The ungodly are not 80: 


. hut are 
the chaff which the wind driveth away.”’—Psalm i., 3-4. 


The first Psalm forms an appropriate introduction to the whole Psalter. 
‘+ strikes the key-note of those statutes of God Which are the song of His 
people in the house of their pilgrimage. Like an illuminated initial letter, 
‘+ presents a graphic picture of the contrast between the blessed: 
ness of the righteous and the misery of the wicked. under 
trie. emblem, on the one hand, of .a 
side a river, and on the other, of a ‘handfal of chaff winnowed by the 
wind. A fruit-tree planted on the banks of a river suggests to us, first, 

»)/lity. The tree is firmly rooted in the soil, so that it can resist the 
iicbrew term for tree ( from “to be firm or hard”) expresses this 
attribute of strength and endurance. In this respect a tree is beautifully 
symbolic of the stability of the righteous. They are rooted in the divine 
jove,. They have a strength and unity of character which enables them 
to overcome the common temptations of daily life as well as the great 
storms of persecution and trial. Their belief has passed beyond the reach 
of perturbation or shock. They have so grasped the truth of God's faith- 
fulness to His servants that it has rooted them into a Similar constancy. 
Their life is redeemed from vanity and perishableness by being united to 
the Divine life. Further, the idea of the fruit-tree planted by a river 
juplies access to a 

PERENNIAL SOURCE OF NOURISHMENT 

and refreshment. This is a peculiarly oriental image. <A river in the 
arid East is an artery of life, and only on its banks do trees cluster and 


grasses grow. A tree, therefore, with its head in the torrid sunshine and 


its feet laved by a perpetual stream that has its source far up a snowy 
mountain, is one of the most beautiful images of a righteous man who 


flourishes in the withering atmosphere of the world, and endures the fiery 


trials of life just because all his well-springs are in God and the sources of 
his human steadfastness and hope are high up in heaven. 


the world knoweth not of. And as the tree that has its roots in the 
perennial stream can make a friend of the scorching sun that would other- 


wise destroy it, and weave its burning rays into luxuriant foliage 


and juicy fruit, so the righteous can defy the drought of evil 
circumstances, and turn all hostile things to blessed use. It is 
said by the Psalmist of the tree planted by the rivers that it yields its 


fruit in its season. Fruit is that part of the tree that belongs not to the — 


individual but to the race. In the fruit the tree sacrifices its own indi- 
vidual life for the sake of the life that is to spring from it; converts 
branch and foliagé that would have remained and ministered to its own 
beauty and luxuriance into blossom and fruit that fall off, and minister to 
the continuance of the species and the good of other creaturés. The 
fruit in no case benefits the tree itself, but, on the contrary, burdens and 
exhausts it, as is clearly proved by the shorter life of fruit-trees as com- 
pared with other trees, and by the fact that the more fruit a tree pro- 
duces the more speedily does its vitality decline. In this respect, then, 
the fruit which the righteous produce may be said to symbolise their 
self-denying labours for others.. The distinguishing peculiarity of the 
righteous is self-sacrifice. The righteous do the kind or noble 
deed promptly, exactly when it is needed, without delay or 
undue haste, like a tree which keeps time with the motion 


of the spheres, and brings forth its fruit in its season—not. 


too soon, lest the frost should blight it—not too late for the sun to 
ripen it.. It is further said of the fruit-tree by the river that its leaf also 
Shall not wither. This is a remarkable feature. It is the old idea of the 
bush burning but not consumed. In nature, it is only through the fading 
of the leaf that the fruit ripens. It is the law of life that one part of the 
organism must die in order that another part may grow and perfect itself. 
The yellowing autumnal foliage accompanies the development of the 
fruit; and the fading. of the leaf and the maturing of the fruit keep pace 
With each other. But it is not so with the tree which represents the 
righteous. It is an evergreen, in which, while the leaves do fade and fall 
away, according to the universal law of life, they do so, without being 
iuarked; in which there is no long interval of winter desolation, but a 
constant succession of foliage keeping the tree always fresh and green. 


The leaf represents the righteous man’s own life. Not only does he do 


“00d to others by self-sacrificing labours, but he gets good to himself. 
His own life is blessed. Nothing can keep the heart fresh and young and 
joyful amid the cares and changes of life like the godliness which is to a

THE CHAFF AS REPRESENTING THE UNGODLY. 
This image is a complete contrast to the other. Chaff is the husk or 
light dry covering of the seed of corn in the ear. When the corn is 
threshed in the open Eastern threshing floor, it is tossed up by a shovel 
or fan, when the pure grain falls to the ground in a heap, and the light 
chaff is blown away by the wind. Chaff is a dead leaf that was once 
sreen and flourishing, full of sapand life. It once performed an important 
part in the growth of tha plant: it formed a protection to the grain during 
its immature state, and through its functions the seed expanded and 
ripened. But now it is effete and has no vital connection with the plant.

THE “MORNING POST” AND 
THE “TEN”-ONCE AGAIN. 


The Jewish World of Wednesday last printed the following: 

It is not surprising that the ten gentlemen who signed the notorious 
letter to the Morning Post should feel very sore after the castigation they 
received from Captain Sandelson who, in the course of an interview which 
he accorded the JEWISH CHRONICLE, showed something of the effect 
which that wretched blunder had in Russia. He told them through the 
JEWISH CHRONICLE that the folly—or treachery-——-(whichever it was) that 
induced them to send that letter to our contemporary came like a bomb- 
shell upon our Russian brethren, in constant fear, as they were, of what 
fate was awaiting them at the hands of the populace, and that it would 
have caused bloodshed, the extent of which no one could have foreseen, 
had it not been for the attitude which the JEWISH CHRONICLE itself took 
up, and the protest against the letter which Haham Gaster at once made. 
Such testimony of their guilt cannot be anything but hurtful to those of 
the signatories who were lured into one of the most wicked and reckless

This was very considerate on the part of the Wor ing Post. For we 
must not forget that, after all, it has been dragged very much in the mire 


and got unto itself a very bad name among Jews, particularly through . 


the letter “the Ten” sent them, and generally because of its anti-Jewish 
Hebro-Maniacal policy, of which the letter was an element. But we 
must not credit our contemporary With too much; and we would therefore 
say that we do not believe that the Leader of balm (we will not say baliny 
leader) was written by nother than one very very much nearer unto 
the “Ten” than any one who is usually responsible for expressing the 
views of our contemporary. At least ittseems to us it was thus inspired. 
There are undoubted internal evidences to that effect, such asthe poverty 
of its argument, the sloppiness of its style, its’ revelatioa of bad history, 
bad manners, and bad temper. The Vorning Poston occasion falls (at 
least that is our opinion) into one or other of these drawbacks in pre- 
senting its views. But it does not fall into them all ‘at the same time, 
except when this special fopic is on the carpet. Whenever that has 
happened to be the subject of its discourse, it has invariably shown the 
qualities we have alluded to, and the inference is inevitable, 
: WOLF AND LAMB. 

Now going to the major before proceeding to the minor (or more 
petty) parts of the Morning Post article of Friday last, we find that the 
answer given to Capt. Sandelson is marvellousiy redolent of the fable 


of the Wolf and the Lamb; we mean, of course, so far as the excuses 


which the Wolf. offered for its attack. Because the writer has the 
brazenness to declare that the danger of the massacre, to which Capt. 
Sandelson referred, proceeded not from the letter of “the Ten,” but 
from the article in the JEWISH CHRONICLE, which the letter so wickedly 
misrepresented. What, however, the Morning Post writer forgets or 
ignores, and what knocks the bottom out of his defence of his friends,

Its work is over and it hangs mechanically as a deformity to the ear of 


corn, to be swept off as utterly useless and added to the rubbish-heap. 
How expressive a symbol this is in respect of the ungodly! Equally 
worthless does a human being become who has lost sight of the true aim 
of life. He was fearfully and wonderfully made, he had vast powers and 
capacities; a nature made in the image of God, he began life fair and 
bright. But as he grew older he became alienated from God in heart and 
conduct, and a process of corruption set in. Dried up is all the freshness 


and fairness of his being. And now, useless to God and man, out of 


harmony with the living world, grown old and dull of heart, he sits down 
amid the wreck of a'dishonoured and desecrated nature to die. He is 


winnowed out of the society of Israel, with whom he has no part or lot, 


by the fan of God’s judgment. And this fact that the chaff is driven 
to and fro by the wind, to which the Psalmist alludes, sug- 
gests a very solemn thought. Losing its life, the chaff loses 


-its connection with the plant that produced it. Falling from the higher 


powers of: the organic world, it comes under the lower powers of the 
inorganic, it becomes a waif swept out by the wind. And so it is with 
the ungodly man. It is godliness which separates man as a creature from 
the mass of creation. It is this attribute in him which makes him a 
person, an individual; which resists the tendency towards disintegration 
and corruption. But, losing this quality, a man becomes a mere part of 
creation instead of a man having personal relations with God. Ceasing 
to obey the laws of his spiritual life, he comes under the power of material 
laws which drag him down to the dishonouring dust. The ungodly have 
no individuality ; they are like a handful of chaff, a confused, indistin- 
guishable heap, which the unconscious wind drives to and fro. 
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general. The JEWISH CHRONICLE article did not do that. On the con- 
trary, Capt. Sandelson says that the JEWISH CHRONICLE saved the 
situation which the letter had created or at least had exacerbated. 
It is curious that Jews, even like “The Ten,” should prefer to feel 
comforted by the anti-Semitic Morning Post, rather than be gratified at 
having been saved from having upon their souls and consciences the 
blood of their fellow-Jews, by the attitude taken by a Jewish Rabbi 
and the stand made by a Jewish paper. The reason of this is not in our 
view that they would think the balm of which the Strand newspaper 
exuded for their benefit more precious than the lives of their “foreign” 
brethren, but that supreme with them is the thought of their own amour 
propre. That they think, in their strange mistaken way, is best safe- 
guarded by bluffing their sin or by contorting facts and wriggling with 
actualities, rather than by owning yp and expressing contrition for the 
wickedness they did. 

But not alone does the bottom of the Morning Post defence of “the 
Ten” collapse upon even cursory examination. A not much closer one 
shows the frail stuff of which it was composed. It is compounded of that 
ancient material of which there seems to be an illimitable stock held 
between our contemporary and the signatories of the. letter—-so much 
so that it looks as if a spe, ent in the stuff was being formed. 
It is misrepresentation by misquttation out of context-wrenching. The 
impugned passage which occurred in an article that appeared in the 
JEWISH CHRONICLE is truncated in this leader, and implications upon the 
strength of the mutilation being the original are coolly foisted upon the 
unsuspecting reader. | 

It is quite true that, as the Morning Post says, “it is idle to deny the 


‘tendency and drift of such a sentence” as it prints —for all the world 


as if it were a quotation of anything more than a certain number of 
words taken away from other words which, if they were also quoted, 
% 


would modify, if not alter or even reverse, what, taken by themseives, 


the words actually quoted may reasonably be held to mean. It may 


well be that the part of one sentence from the article as quoted in this 


Leader might reasonably lead to the conclusion that the article itself 
‘identified Judaism with Bolshevism and the Jews with Bolsheviks.” 
4ut then what is quoted does not represent what ** Mentor” (who wrote 
the article in the JEWISH CHRONICLE) said. It is merely silly, if it be 
n t downright dishonest, to pretend that the Morning Post Leader tells 
what it was that “Mentor” said, when all along it merely puts into 
“Mentor’s” mouth wordsthat will best fit-the case it wishes to make out 
for‘*the Ten.” By this process there is no article that has ever appeared 
in our contemporary that could not be proved to: be Revolutionary,

It perhaps maybe objected that * Mentor” was to blame for writing 
a sentence that was capable of such misinterpretation. But apart from 
the fact. that, as we have just pointed out, almost anything that ever 
was written can be misrepresented in the way this passage has been, who 
will blame the JEWISH CHRONICLE contributor for not seeing the possibility 
of his “falling among thieves” when he went out to talk to his own 
brothers in faith? Who would suppose that men such as those who 
signed the Morning Post letter would have lent their hands to the palpable 
terminological inexactitude which stated that “certain articles” that had 
been published in the JEWISH CHRONICLE and the Jewish World were 
what they complained about, while now the indictment has been boiled 
down. to a single passage in a single article that had not appeared in 
the Jewish World but did in the JEWISH CHRONICLE? That, besides, ‘is 
apart from the wild stretch of imagination, amounting to what might well 


have appeared to be a lunatic outlook of things, which “ Mentor” or 


anyone else woula have been bound to be inflicted with in order to think 
it possible that ten men suchas those who signed the letter could be 
guilty of the. treachery—or the folly—needed for the purpose. Alas! we 
are constantly having it brought to mind that the depths to whieh men, 
even the most respectable (in the sense of being persons worthy generally 
or in most other things of respect), will fall when passion and spite, 
venom, and ill-will are allowed to get power over them. The Worning 
Post says it is not likely that “the Ten” would have indicted falsely their 
own Press. But there’s the rub indeed! It was not their “own Press.” 
and that perhaps really accounts for the milk in the coker-nut. 

And now let us turn to some of the less vital but no less characteristic 


points in the Morning Post article of Friday last, than those to which we 


have alluded. We observe ‘that the article is headed “A Jewish 
Vendetta,” which is as harsh a description of the letter of “the Ten” as 
we have ever seen—far harsher, indeed, than our denunciation of the 
signatories as Moss rim, Which still so perturbs our contemporary, or who- 
ever wrote the Leader for its-columns. Because a Mosser usually gains 


that distinction by. a single act perhaps done in fear—or, to use the. 


current expressions, because he has the “ wind up,” and is anxious to 
provide himself with a‘ funk-hole” to save his own skin. Buta vendetta 
is something much more prolonged and persistent; it isa policy. How- 
ever, allowing for the fact that our contemporary ought to know its own 
supporters (if not more or less conscious co-conspirators), we suspect that 
this heading, which might well have been supplied in the office to the 
Leader after it was received, was dictated by the fact that the signatories 
were Jews, and is therefore a manifestation of our contemporary’s Hebro- 
mania, which breaks out whenever Jews—even those so friendly to it as 
are “the Ten ’—are concerned. 

Then in the very forefront of the Leader of balm we are told that 
“it is now over a year ago since” the Morning Post letter was written. A 
reference to its own files would have shown our contemporary that the 


letter was printed in April last year, and a reference to its calendar would 


have told it that the issue, for which the Leader was destined, was to be 
published in March. That makes the letter under and not, over a year 
old. For this slip we think we can offer an excuse on behalf of our con- 
temporary. Thursday, on which day the article was sent to press, was 
Purim, and we call to mind how earnestly the Morniny Post celebrates 
that event. Because on one occasion we remember it reached the state of 
being absolutely fuddled between the identity of Haman and that of 


Mordecai. Nothing short of deference to the strict orthodox and traditional 
_ practice which distinguishes the observance of Purim could satisfactorily 


account for its confusion. At least nothing else we can think of could 
account for it so creditably to our contemporary. But we would hazard 
the guess that its interest in the Jewish festival is not the thought that 
Mordecai the Jew triumphed over Haman the Agagite. It is that Haman 
having met with the fate he did, notwithstanding the race of anti-Semites 
did not die with him, and survives so prominently with our contemporary.

One thing which “ the Ten” evidently cannot get over—and it is by no

That is all very well, but informers and traitors are nt 
very mildly treated, even in these civilised times. Almost evejy where 
else than—curiously enough, having regard to our contemporary’s shee 
vations—in Soviet Russia we believe they are put to death for tiy;s offence. 
If, as we suppose, the article was written not in the office of t}, Morning 
Post but possibly outside and by a Jew, or at least was Inspired by jar 
we can only say that this playing up to the wicked prejudices of anti. 
Semitism, in order to please the beautiful eyes of the Morniii, pps is— 
well, characteristic. | | | ae 
But that sort of thing ought to possess at least an approach to logic 
and consistency, These, however, are quite foreign to the writer of this 
Morning Post article. For he tells his readers that “ever siyce” the 
appearance of the notorious letter, ‘ these papers (the JEWwisn CHRONICLE 
and the Jewish World) have continued, sometimes by threatening, icing. 
times by whining, wheedling, imploring, their attempts to extract from 
these ten Jews an apology or recantation for the letter.” That, we 
confess,, would be a palpable hit if it were true. But unhappily for the 
Morning Post, there is not a word of truth in it except so far as both the 
JEWISH CHRONICLE and the Jewish World have pointed out that the door 
of repentance is open to al/ sinners, and that Jewish teaching shows that 
(conformably with the teaching of Christianity) the first step to repentance 
is to confess our faults. It follows that a public expression publicly made 
of a public wrong is the best means of confession. But that the .\ ring 
Post writer utterly misrepresents us in what he says is proved in this 
very article, nay in the very same sentence. For we read: “ Ever since 
the publication of that letter, two Jewish journals, the Jewish World and 
the JEWISH CHRONICLE, have continued to pour out attacks of the vilest 
and most violent kind against these ten Jews.” Even the Worning Post 
writer would find it difficult to pour out attacks of the most violent kind 
whilst he was whining, wheedling, and imploring the objects of his attack' 
: “BRITISH” JEWS. 
‘The Morning Post writer asks why we “constantly sneer at ‘the 
Ten’ as.’ British’ Jews,” and it asks: “Is it then. a crime in a Jew 
to be British?” Our answer will, we are sure, appeal to the Morning 
Post even if it does not satisfy the Morning Post writer of this article. 
We feel so thoroughly British in our citizenship, we so love the country 
of our birth, and desire so to be identified -with it in all that.a country 
has a right to claim of its subjects, that we are galled when we see

fellow-Jews labelling themselves ostentatiously as “ British,” and at the 


same time acting in a spirit utterly contrary to the traditions of this 
great country. It is not British to play the Mosser. It is not British 
to twist and contort plain English for motives that are equally plain. It is 
not British to drag into public life private grievances, and to parade, 
as matters of great policy, anything so petty as that which arises froin such 
puerilities as wounded vanity, malice, and spite. It is not British, when 
you know that you have done a wrong, to brazen out your offence by pre- 
tending that you have done right. It is not British to foul your own nest, 
to turn your back upon your own brothers, and pharisaically proclaim 
yourself as not as these others. It is not British to be so mean-spirited 
and cowardly as to refuse to apologise for a self-confessed mistake. 
What Briton, what true Briton, what Briton having the true British spirit, 
would have written to the Morning Post indicting ‘* certain articles in 
two closely associated newspapers,’’ and then, when’ put to it, would 
have found himself bound to confess that what he meant was a single 
passage in a single article in one of the papers? We pillory these men 
as ‘* British” because, although they may be British in point of political 
nationality, by birth, their actions have revealed them as not of the true 
British spirit and especially because by their letter to the Morning Post 
they have brought discredit upon the fine name of gentleman. A\|i this is 
the very antithesis of what the true Briton should be. 

Our objection to these men and others who parade themselves as British 
Jews is, however of course, also upon another score, It is becxuse we 
object heartily and with all our souls to the differentiation thus made 
between Jew and Jew. The most absurd and idiotic differences have 
cropped up between various sections of our people through this habit of 
medieval ghettoism which sectionalises various Jews by the accident of 
birth. About eighty years ago, a fine stand was made by a congregation 
which definitely called itself the Congregation of British Jews, as a protest 
against this despicable practice. The meaning of British Jew was declared 
to be any Jew who for the time being is resident in this country, and 
that meaning of the term had come to be generally accepted. This valu- 
able interpretation of the term British Jew—so valuable to our Conimunal 
unity and well-being—these “ British ” Jews have debased, by making the 
term apply not to all Jews for the time being in the United Kingdom, but 
only to those who were born or naturalised here. The rest are sneered 
at by them as “foreign” Jews, and it is consistent with the impudence 
of the writer of this article in the Morning Post that he should whine 
to his anti-Semitic friends about our sneering at those who term them: 
selves “ British” Jews, when the very gravamen of' the notorious lettet 


was a sneer at, a pillorying, an indictment of those whom the letter called 
foreign Jews. .

“o horrible bloomer.” Throughout the length and breadth of the com- 
munity, at meeting after meeting, protests were made against the action 
which “the Ten ” took, protests on different scores, but still protests. 
From not.one single congregation or institution did there come a word 
of commendation, 

THE LETTER CONDEMNED. 

At the Deputies of British Jews, which may be taken to be the most 
representative body of Jews in this country, the letter was condemned by 
a resolution carried nem. con., and Sir Philip Magnus, who attended the: 
meeting in order to put in a defence as one of the signatories (it is said 
he was the author) of the letter, was defeated in a resolution which he 
wished the Deputies to accept. So strongly did he impress them with 
the unrighteousness of the course he and his co-signatories took, that when 
some time later he resigned from the Vice-Presidentship and it was pro- 
posed to offer him a vote of thanks for past services, so angry were the 
Deputies about his conduct in connection with this letter tothe Worning 
Post that they took the extraordinary (and, as we think, regrettable) course 
of refusing even to pass to him a vote of thanks for-’past services. Now. 
we put it to the Morning Post in almost the same language as that 
employed at the end of the article it published last Friday : Which are we 
to believe on this subject—the Jewish Community which has manifested 
jts overwhelming dissent from the Morning Post letter, positively in 
hundreds of resolutions that have been passed by public bodies, and 
negatively in that not one single word of commendation anywhere has 
been tendered, or “the Ten” and the Morning Post which alone approve? 
“We cannot believe both, and we hove we shall not be expected to 
believe the latter.” To do so, indeed, would be a serious outrage to mere 
common sense.

ARABS OF THE JEWISH PERSUASION. 

Another feature of Palestinian Jewish life to which Mr. Grad 
drew attention is the number of Jews who speak Arabic only. 

* The Sephardic element in Palestine,” he said, “is in many 
respects backward, and, both in Tiberias and Safed there are several 
hundred Sephardic Jews whospeak Arabic only, and otherwise might 
be called * Arabs of the Jewish persuasion.” When at Tiberias I had 

to call a meeting of the local notables to informthem of the expected 
urrival of the American section of the International Commission. 
with a view to ensuring that ‘the Jewish demands should be 
uniform for a British protectorate. I was pleased to find that it 
was really unnecessary to call a meeting, since even the Arab- 
speaking Jews were unanimously in favour of a British protectorate, 
but less favourably impressed by the fact that of the thirty-three 
notables, three did not understand a word of Hebrew, ‘and the pro- 
ceedings had to be interpreted into Arabic. I was tcld that those 
present were well-to-do Kurdish Jews.’ These ‘Arabised’ Jews are 
very valuable as the means of fostering friendly relations with the 
Moslem natives.” 


HEALTH AND SANITATION, 
Asked as to health conditions in Palestine, Mr. Grad said: 
 “T am able to téll you, on the authority of Dr. Eder, that the 
health of the population generally has improved immensely since 
the cessation of hostilities. This is almost entirely due to the 
splendid work of the American Zionist Medical Unit. I cannot give 


Sou any statistics, but both as regards malaria and trachoma very 


{reat progress has been made. The Medical Unit not only heals, 
out also prevents disease, and has dealt with great energy with the 
destruction of mosquitoes, which are the carriers of malaria. School 
children have been regularly visited and are daily treated. Physical 
culture has been introduced by the Maccabean clubs in Jerusalem 
wnd elsewhere. Food is still dear and my experience in the early 
part of 1919, in Tel-Aviv, was that living cost about one-third more 
than at Stamford Hill.” |

SOUTH LONDON JEWISH SCHOOLS. 


The annual distribution of prizes of the South London Jewish Schools 
was held on Sunday at the Elephant and Castle Theatre (lent by Mr. 
Charles Barnard). Major ISIDORE SALMON, O.B.E., L.C.C., presided, and 
the awards were distributed by Mrs. Salmon. 

The CHAIRMAN, in a brief address, said that the fact that the 300 
children attending the school did not come from one locality but from all 
parts of South London, showed how much the parents valued the 
education given at the School. There was, however, a miscon- 
ception in the minds of many as to the relation of the Education 
Authority to denominational schools. The L.C.C. was only 
responsible for the general education given. The maintenance of the 
building and the religious teaching had to be provided by those interested 
inthe school. He thought there should be no difficulty in providing the 
£250 that was required for these purposes. He strongly urged on the 
parents to allow their children to be taught a skilled trade. There was 
no doubt that competition would be very severe in the future, and the 
tendency to overstock the market with insufficiently trained shorthand 
typists was a-bad one. He referred to the growth of anti-Semitism in this 
country, and said it was the duty of all to maintain a high standard of 
citizenship and give no excuse to our enemies. He feared that the Jew 
was not always as tolerant as he might be, and if he expected respect 
he must respect others. He congratulated the school on its work, and 
said that they were fortunate in having such a competent headmaster 
and teaching staff. 

The Rev. M. ROSENBAUM proposed a vote of thanks to the teaching 
staff. He said that the school had the best staff it had ever had in its 
history. He appealed to the parents to come to the school on “ open 
days” and see the work that was being done for their children. 

The Rev. 8. LEVY seconded the vote, and Mr. BERNBERG replied. 

Mr. LEWIS SOLOMON proposed, and Mr. HARRY R. LEWIS seconded a 
of thanks to the Chairman. | 

The CHAIRMAN, addressing those who had failed to win prizes, said 
that he had never won a prize at school, ut he had always tried to 

Prior to the distribution the children gave an admirable performance 
of an operetta, “Jan of Windmill Land,” the choruses being particularly 
good, and the natural acting by the leading characters reflected the 
greatest credit on the teachers. The performance was received with 
much enthusiasm. 


COMMERCIAL ROAD TALMUD TORAH. 

The distribution of prizes at the above Classes took place on Sunday 
Jast, Dayan A. FELDMAN presiding. After the singing of psalms and the 
Mincha Service, the prizes were distributed by Mrs. Feldman. | Dayan 
Feldman then addressed the gathering. He said that he was particularly 
pleased to be present at those Classes, as almost from its inception he had 
watched the progress of the Commercial Road Talmud Torah, and was 


well aware of the various stages the institution had passed through. He. : 


expressed his pleasure at the fact that at least seven new Talinud Torabs had 
recently been opened in London, and that this Talmud Torah could pride 
itself on the popularity of the movement of which it could boast of being 
a. parent body. The Dayan further expressed his gratification at the 
satisfactory financial statement, but said he was still more satisfied 
with the educational balance-sheet. In this connection not only was 
that Talmud Torah fulfilling its duties in the teaching, but it also 
encouraged the practice of what was taught. He knew that the boys of 
that Talmud Torah attended there every morning before going to school 
to say their morning prayers. He dwelt on the debt they owed to Mr. 
_L. Lefkowitz, the principal of the Classes, and paid a tribute to the work 
_of the Committee and the teaching staff. Before concluding, he assured 
his hearers that a good proportion of the money raised for the War 
Memorial would be allotted to the Talmud Torahs. | 
Mr. L. LEFKOWITZ responded on behalf of the teaching staff. Thanks 
were accorded to Dayan Feldman, on the motion of Mr. H. SOLOMONS, 
President of the Institution, seconded by Mr. J. KAHAN. 


Following the distribution, the annual meeting was held, Mr. H. 


SOLOMONS presiding. In moving the adoption of the balance-sheet, the 
Chairman said it showed an income of £1,693, and expenditure of £1,600. 
The Institution was now recovering from the financial crisis. that 
threatened it asa result of the war. In general, all sources of ineome 
had improved, with the result that the Committee had been able to accede 
to the justified claim of the staff for increased salaries commensurate with 
the cost of living. The salaries amounted to close on £1,100 during the 
year under review. | 
Mr. L. LEFKOWITZ commented on the income from school fees, viz., 
£239, which was. favourable compared with the previous year. He 
wondered where the statement came from that the fees for Talmud Torah 
boys were 3s. or 4s. per week, as mentioned at a recent meeting of the 
Jewish Religious Education Board. As far as the Commercial Road 
Talmud Torah was concerned, the average fee was 5d, per boy per week. 
Mr. Lefkowitz appealed for further support, mentioning the fact that 
there was a waiting list of sixty boys, whilst at least double that-number 

were turned away without being placed on the list. 
The balance-sheét was adopted, and the hon. officers and committee 
were re-elected en bloc.

THE ANTI-ZIONIST AG'TATION IN PALESTINE. 


Mr. Ernest Smith, the Jaffa Correspondent of the Daily News, has 


sent to that paper a further telegram on the Anti-Zionist agitation in 
Palestine. The telegram was printed in our contemporary’s issue of Mon- 
day last, and reads as follows :— 
The Jewish agricultural colony at Mettulah, on the banks of 
the Jordan, north of Tiberias, was sacked by Bedouins on Wednesday. 
Six of the inhabitants were killed and’ ten wounded. The 
remainder have taken refuge. The village was burned. 
The foregoing is, to a large extent, confirmed by a telegram from 
Reuter, which states: 
Demonstrations against the Zionist movement are proceeding in 
many parts of Palestine, and protests are being raised against the 
creation-of a national home for the Jews in the country.

Jowish administrators like Mr. Stein himself. There was a 
British-Jewish General, Sir John Monash, a man of military genius 
and noble heart, who would assuredly have answered the Government's 
call. There was in Palestine itself the nucleus of a Jewish army, 
with myriads of Jewish troops throughout the Diaspora. There 
was—on every highway in the war-zone—a mass of desc ate Jewish 
pilgrims, seeking a land of refuge. Population, Governors, a civil 
and military administration, a financial organisation, an army, 
nothing was lacking in the germ, and a loan from the Mandatory 
Power or from the general investor, under the auspices of Edmond 
de Rothschild or Schiff, would have had the security of a people 
that had never failed to enrich whatever land it occupied. 

As for the Arabs and their leaders, steps should have been taken 
to explain to them, that the same beneficent Power that was liberat- 
ing them from the yoke of the Turk and setting them up in not one 
but two Arab Kingdoms, the same British Justice, in which, Mr. 
Stein tells us, they believe, was re-establishing a still more hapless 
race, Which had'nowbere a single square inch of national territory, 
and whieh was at that very moment being massacred and outraged 
all over Central Europe. Eyen hearts of stone would have been 
melted by such appalling stories as those related by Dr. Bernstein- 
Kohn in your last issue, and the Arabs are after all brother-Semites. 
it could haye been brought home to them that since a unique situa- 
tion requires & unique solution, the consideration for entrusting the. 
country to a Jewish régime, or at least for safeguarding its Jewish 
future, lay not in the present Jewish inhabitants, whose immigra- 
tion the common enemy, the Turk, had hampered and prohibited, 
but in the fourteen landless millions outside, many of whom 
resided there in the spirit, and would gradually regather there. 
in this atmesphere of Reason and Goodwill, a double current 
of emigration and immigration, such as the Nation suggested last 
week to meet the Moslem preponderance in the revived Armenia, 
could have been setup by consent. And if humanity and fellow-feeling 
alike failed, there would have still remained a last resource—that 
which Mr. Lowell showed us in his famous Allenby film, when we 
watched Arab chiefs being wrought up to patriotic revolt against 
the Turk by the permission to plunge their fists into bags of British 
gold. Nor would the expropriation with compensation of the horde 
of absentee and profiteering Arab landlords, especially where the 
land wasdeft uncultivated, have been a measure inconsistent either 
with justice or the Balfour Declaration. No, I fear lack of will, not 
lack of means, has been behind this historic fiasco. 

‘ Agoraphobia,” was Herzl’s diagnosis of the Jewish malady— 
fear of an.open space, the cringing back into the Ghetto. It is a 


disease which, alas ! even his so-called successors have not shaken off. |

PROPOSED SCHOOLS IN PALESTINE. 
The following correspondence has passed between the Chief Rabbi, 
Sir Stuart M. Samuel, Rabbi Dr. Victor Schonfeld, and Mr. Hermann 
Struck (for. The Central Bureau of the Mizrachi Organisation) and Dr. 
Weizmann :—

3 27th February, 1920. 
Dear Sir,—With reference to the conversation which took place to-day 
between yourself, Dr. S$. Levene, Dr. Schonfeld, and Mr. Hermann Struck, we 
beg to submit the following proposal. There should be established in Palestine 


two, in all internal questions, autonomous Vaade Hamefakeach one of which » 


shall represent the Traditional Jews, under the auspices of the Mizrachi. The 
only superior authority shall be a Vaad Haelyon in which the Mizrachi shall 
havea“ paritatic ” representation, and the chairman of which shall be nominated 
with the consent of all its members. This Vaad Haelyon shall regulate all 
external questions, especially the Budget. We are pleased to share your con- 
fidence, that with your return to Eretz Israel, after consultation with our 
respected leader, Mr. Ussishkin, you will succeed in the near future, to regulate 
the question of education in the sense of the above proposal. We beg to draw 
your attention to the resolution of the Mizrachi Conference at Amsterdam that 
the half of our Annual Budget, namely, £67,000 shall be placed at the disposal of 
the Zionist Organisation and that if the above “tig erste arrangements could not 
be carried into effect, a.sum £25,000 shall reserved for the purposes of 
 Sraditional Education, the en TS of which shall be entirely in our hands.

The appointment of a minister to the Old Hebrew Congregation is 


becoming a matter »f much concern tolocalJewry, and recent happenings - 
have made: the subject one of acute importance. For well nigh over 


eighteen months the pulpit of the Belgrave Street Synagogue has been 
- vacant, and at the present juncture there seems no immediate prospect 
of a satisfactory solution of the problem. =~ | | 

It will be remembered that many months ago in response to the 


application that was made by the Council of the Old Hebrew Congrega- | 
tion, the Chief Rabbi nominated an eminent Rabbi whom he strongly | 
recommended as being in every respect well fitted for the important post 


of Chief Minister for Leeds. At the same time he made it a condition 
that certain stipulations, both financial and communal, should be complied 
with—the outstanding feature being, that there should be a unanimous 


call from the united congregations of Leeds so that the appointment ‘ 


should carry the necessary status for the minister to act also as the 
Chief Rabbi’s Deputy for the whole of the North West Riding. ~~ 

The Council agreed to all the stipulations made, and on the initiative 
~ of Mr. 8. Wolfson, Treasurer, protracted and difficult negotiations were 


conducted with a view to giving the requisite united call by the chief 


congregations of Leeds. This difficult task was ultimately accomplished, 
andthe community looked forward with keen expectation to a speedy 


realisation of their hopes. One can then imagine the effect of the. 


disappointment felt at the abortive result. 
. After all this waste of valuable time the Old Hebrew Congregation has 
to set about finding a minister for itself. Ata recent Council meeting on 

the subject, the dissatisfaction at the treatment meted out to them was 
freely voiced by the members. It was proposed that if an early solution 
does not present itself an endeavour should be made to seek a minister 


from the United States. During the past few weeks two candidates have -

[COMMUNICATED. | 

The First Lodge of England, Independent Order of B’nai B'rith, held 
a Purim Conversazione, at the Hyde Park Hotel, on Sunday last. In the 
course of his remarks, the President, Dr. M. EpstrIn, said that the Order 
of B'nai B'rith was the largest international Jewish organisation in the 
world, was international in the best sense of the word. Founded in 1843, 
the Order had now a membership of 50,000. The present gathering was 
an expression of admiration for the work of the Order and in particular 
for the man who had since 1905 directed that work, Adolf Kraus. Now 
their President had just celebrated his seventieth birthday, and the 
London Lodge sent its congratulations and its hope that he would go from 
strength to strength in the work of the Order. 

Haham Dr. GASTER said that it was a great thing when a good man 
was appreciated in his life-time as was Adolf Kraus. Kraus’ life was 
like a page in history, and the moral was “ go thou and do likewise.” We 
must look up to Kraus.as a man who went-on the straight path of duty 


‘and service to his fellow-Jews, never turning to the right or left in 


response to the many invitations that were made to him and always 
influenced by the highest considerations. He himself (Dr. Gaster) wags 
not hopeful about the future that lay before Jewry at this turning-point 
of history. The Jews were idolators. Each one had his own pet idol, 


and expected others to worship at the same shrine as himself. The 


trouble was that we had no proper centre, and there was overlapping in 
every direction. It had been the great work of the B’nai B’rith in 


America to create such centres, and the life-work of Adolf Kraus as Pre- ° 
sident of the Order should be looked upon asa model by all Jews who . 


consulted the highest interests of Jewry. 3

An interesting personality has just left England for America. This — 


is David Kwashne, the brilliant young athlete, whose prowess has excited 
creat wonderment. His record is extraordinary. A Palestinian, he was 


a land worker in the colonies and then a Shomar, in which latter capacity . 


he proved himself a dare-devil rider, whose favourite method was to 
stand on the bare back of his horse whilst it was going at top-speed. He 
joined the Judeans; speedily became a sergeant, and distinguished him- 
self by rescuing three men from drowning in the sea, and nearly losing 
his life in the endeavour to bring back a fourth comrade, who, unfortu- 


nately, met his death. His athletic feats subsequently led to his being 


sent to England to participate in the Army Championships, but, to the 
general regret, he contracted a chill on the journey and was unable to 
compete. Afterwards he was trained at the Regent Street Polytechnic, 
and it seemed likely that he would have been one of the English team to 
take part in the Olympic games at Antwerp. Asa weight-lifter, javelin 
thrower, and at. putting the weight, he is regarded as something 
phenomenal; he can easily do a championship pole-jump, he is an expert 
wrestler, and at all-round gymnastics he is equally adept. Of medium 
height, he is magnificently proportioned, and all his movements are 
singularly graceful. 
| In Palestine, he was anamateur actor in Hebrew, and he was anxious 
to appear in films here. But he was told that there was no scope here 
for a Jewish Douglas Fairbanks, although he would have preferred 
ordinary ‘straight’ work. So he has gone to America, where he should 
make good quickly, and meet. with more appreciation than here, where— 
such is our communal apathy and chaos—everyone marvelled, and nobody 
Seemed able to find use for him. Outside Zionist circles, and his non- 
Jewish athletic comrades, he was unknown. Perhaps his own retiring 
disposition was partly to blame. | 
I found him delightful. On Palestine he isan enthusiast, and he looks 

forward to returning there after he has proved his worth and versatility 
in the Western world. And when others will speak highly of his amazing 
physical culture, we shall remember that we had an athletic. cham

Order of B'nai B'rith. | 


[COMMUNICATED.] __ 

The First Lodge of England, Independent Order of B'nai B'rith, held 
a Purim Conversazione, at the Hyde Park Hotel, on Sunday last. In the 
course of his remarks, the President, Dr. M. EpsTRin, said that the Order 
of B'nai B'rith was the largest international Jewish organisation in the 
world, was international in the best sense of the word. Founded in 1843, 
the Order had now a membership of 50,000. The present gathering was 
an expression of admiration for the work of the Order and in particular 


_ for the man who had since 1905 directed that work, Adolf Kraus. Now 


their President had just celebrated his seventieth birthday, and the 
London Lodge sent its congratulations and its hope that he would go from 
strength to strength in the work of the Order. | 

Haham Dr. GASTER said that it was a great thing when a good man 
was appreciated in his life-time as was Adolf Kraus. Kraus’ life was 


like a page in history, and the moral was “go thou and do likewise.” We 


must look up to Kraus as a man who went on the straight path of duty 


and service to his fellow-Jews, never turning to the right or left in 
response to the many invitations that were made to him and always 


influenced by the highest considerations. He himself (Dr. Gaster) wag 


not hopeful about the future that lay before Jewry at this turning-point 


of history. The Jews were idolators. Each one had his own pet idol, 
and expected others to worship at the same shrine as himself. The 
trouble was that we had no proper centre, and there was overlapping in 
every direction. It had been the great work of the B'nai B'rith in 
America to create such centres, and the life-work of Adolf Kraus as Pre- 
sident of the Order should be looked’ upon as a model by all Jews who 
consulted the highest interests of Jewry.

A Jewish Athletic Marvel. | : 


An interesting personality has just left England for America. This 
is David Kwashne, the brilliant young athlete, whose prowess has excited 
creat wonderment. His record is extraordinary. A Palestinian, he was 
a land worker in the colonies and then a Shomar, in which latter capacity 
he proved himself a dare-devil rider, whose favourite method was to 
stand on the bare back of his horse whilst it was going at top-speed. He 
joined the Judeans; speedily became a sergeant, and distinguished him- 
self by rescuing three men from drowning in the sea, and nearly losing 
his life in the endeavour to bring back a fourth comrade, who, unfortu- 
nately, met his death. His athletic feats subsequently led to his being 
sent to England to participate in the Army Championships, but, to the 
general regret, he contracted a chill on the journey and was unable to 
compete. Afterwards he was trained at the Regent Street Polytechnic, 
and it seemed likely that he would have been one of the English team to 
take part in the Olympic games at Antwerp. Asa weight-lifter, javelin 
thrower, and at putting the weight, he is regarded as something 
phenomenal; he can easily do a championship pole-jump, he is an expert 
wrestler, and at all-round gymnastics he is equally adept. Of medium 
height, he is magnificently proportioned, and all his movements are 
singularly graceful. 

In Palestine, he was anamateur actor in Hebrew, and he was anxious 


to appear in films here. But he was told that there was no scope here 


for a Jewish Douglas Fairbanks, although he would have preferred 


ordinary ‘straight’ work. So he has gone to America, where he should — 


make good quickly, and meet. with more appreciation than here, where— 
such is our communal apathy and chaos—everyone marvelled, and nobody 
seemed able to find use for him. Outside Zionist circles, and his non- 
Jewish athletic comrades, he was unknown. Perhaps his own retiring 
disposition was partly to blame. |

After the success achieved by Mr. Mirsky at his previous recital 
a few weeks ago, it was hardly surprising that a large audience should 
have come to his second at Zolian Hall on Thursday week. And as on 
the previous occasion, the artist fully justified the ample tributes that his 
singing called forth. Once more he showed the full extent of his highly 
developed gifts and compelled admiration by the real sense he displayed 
of song-interpretation as wellas by his command of a wide range of emo- 
tional expression. Both vocally and temperamentally, Mr. Mirsky—as was 
exemplified by his singing of works of Rachmaninoff, Gluck, Scarlatti, 
Coleridge-Taylor, Landon Ronald, and a Hebrew ballad by 8. Alman— 
 gtands clearly in the category of dramatic singers, and that he can turn 
his powers of expression to most:persuasive account, in a mood of quite 
delicate sentiment, he showed conclusively in his programme, which, 
in addition to examples of the above-mentioned, composers, contained 
songs by Borodin, Cowen, Duparc, Ireland, and others. Mdlle Valerie 
Valenson contributed enjoyable ‘cello solos, and Miss Jenny Hyman 
gave admirable accompaniments. i | | 

Mr. Mischa-Leon’s success with “lieder” singing has been so great that 
he has been persuaded to give a series of three recitals, each to be devoted 
to those of a different nation. German classical “ lieder” (in the original 
language) will come first, the recital taking place in the Molian Hall 
to-morrow. In the programme, which is arranged in chrono- 
logical order, will be Schumann’s “ Dichterliebe” cycle, with groups of 
songs by Schubert and Hugo Wolf. Beethoven’s “Adelaide” will open 
the programme and will be followed by two songs by Loewe, and popular 
items like “‘ Haiden-Réslein,” “ Ungeduld,” and “Anakreon’s Grab.” 

An overwhelmingly large number of concerts have been given during 
the past fortnight, but the fact that they are all so well attended 
indicates the existence of a musical public, willing to listen, as well as to 
pay, for classical music.

Alman— 
stands clearly in the category of dramatic singers, and that he can turn 
his powers of expression to most persuasive account, in a mood of quite 
delicate sentiment, he showed conclusively in his: programme, which, 
in addition to examples of the above-mentioned composers, contained 
songs by Borodin, Cowen, Duparc, Ireland, and others. Mdlle Valerie 
Valenson contributed enjoyable ‘cello solos, and Miss Jenny Hyman 
gave admirable accompaniments. | | 

Mr. Mischa-Leon’s success with “lieder” singing has been so great that 
he has been persuaded to give a series of three recitals, each to be devoted 
to those of a different nation. German classical “ lieder ” (in the original 
language) will come first, the recital taking place in the Molian Hall 
to-morrow. In the. programme, which is arranged in chrono- 
logical order, will be Schumann’s “ Dichterliebe” cycle, with groups of 
songs by Schubert and Hugo Wolf. Beethoven's “Adelaide” will open 
the programme and will be followed by two songs by Loewe, and popular 
items like “ Haidén-Réslein,” “‘ Ungeduld,” and “Anakreon’s Grab.” | 

An overwhelmingly large number of concerts have been given during 
the past fortnight, but the fact that they are all so well attended 
indicates the existence of a musical public, willing to listen, as well as to 
pay, for classical music.

Percival Garratt 
supplied admirable accompaniments in addition to pianoforte solos,
